Surplus of Names Clears 
Way for Joint Free- 
holders’ Board — Sub- 
urban Group Criticizes 
Separate City Plan.

Appointment of a joint city- 
county board of freeholders to 
prepare a plan for a metropolitan 
authority to take over all mass 
transit functions in the St. Louis 
area seemed assured today on 
completion of a count of signa- 
tures on St, Louis county transit 
petitions. 

The County Election Board an- 
nounced that 5610 valid signa- 
tures had been found among the 
8672 names affixed to petitions. 
Only 3993 were required to set in 
motion the machinery for crea- 
tion of a metropolitan authority. 
City petitions had already been 
found sufficient for this purpose. 
. After the results of the counts 

are certified by the two boards— 
expected within the next few 
days—the appointing authorities 
have 10 days within which to meet 
and name the freeholders. Nine 
will be named for the city and 
nine for the county, together with 
one from outstate named by the 
Governor. The freeholders will 
have a year in which to prepare | 
the plan for submission to voters 
of city and county in separate 
elections, 


Quick -Action Waged. 

The city’s nine freeholders will 
be appointed by the judges of the 
circuit court and the Mayor. Not 
more than five shall be of the 
same political party. In the county 
nine more freeholders will be 
named by the circuit court judges, 
probate judge and the county 
council, with a similar limitation 
on political affiliation, 

St. Louis county authorities 
were urged by the County Trans- 
portation Committee to act 
promptly in bringing into exist- 
ence the board of freeholders. 
This committee was appointed 
last spring by County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews to co-operate 
with a similar group named by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst on plans 
for a metropolitan authority, only 
to find themselves stalled when 
the Mayor later named a new 
transit ownership committee to 
work for a purely city authority. 

Called into a meeting today to 
discuss the proposal for a munici- 
pal authority announced last Sat- 
urday by the Mayor's transit own- 
ership committee, the county 
transit group condemned the city 
proposal as too limited in its ap- 
proach to the mass transportation 
problem. The plan was also de- 
scribed as failing to take into con- 
sideration the probable future 
development of the metropolitan 
area, 

City Plan Defended. 

‘The city plan was defended last 
night as the best means of ob- 
taining adequate mass transpor- 
tation for the St. Louis area by 
Samuel H, Liberman, chairman of 
the Mayor’s Transit Ownership 
Committee. | * 

Liberman and three other 
members of the committee ap- 
peared in a 30-minute telecast 
over Post-Dispatch Station KSD- 
TV to explain the committee’s 
recommendation for a city author- 
ity that would operate mass tran- 
sit facilities and regulate traffic. 

Other members appearing were 
' James S. Bush, banker; J. Allen 
Harvey, broker, and City Coun- 
selor James E. Crowe. Comp- 
troller Milton Carpenter, who had 
not joined in the committee 
report, was absent. 

Solution Vital to City. 

Liberman said adequate mass 
transportation and effective traf- 
fic control were essential to 
preservation of the property, 
business and economic values in 
the downtown area. Unless those 
values and the tax revenues they 
yield are preserved, he said, the 
city cannot maintain its schools, 
public libraries and other muni- 
cipal services. ,

|Charged With Perjury About Klan Tie With

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Four residents of Miami, Fla., 
one a woman, were arrested 
today and charged with perjury 
and false statements in connec- 
tion with last winter’s reign of 
terror against religious and racial 
groups in the Miami area. 


Indicted by a federal ‘grand 
jury in Miami were Mrs. Helen 
Russell, socially prominent civic 
leader, and three alleged mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Attorney General McGranery 


turned by the grand jury after 
he had directed it to get to the 
bottom of the “outrages.” 
McGranery said the grand jury 
investigation will continue, indi- 
cating that other indictments may 
be expected. 

Named with Mrs. Russell were 
William Glenn Orwick, Arthur 
Freeze Udgreen and Harvey 
George Derosier, all living in the 
Miami area during the period last 
year when synagogues, Roman 
Catholic churches and Negro 
housing projects were dynamited. 
One such dynamiting resulted 
in the death of Harry T. Moore, 
Negro leader.

Fiery crosses—the sign of the 
Klan—were raised on many lawns 
in the Miami area and elsewhere 
in the South in the outbreaks 
nearly a year ago. 

McGranery said Mrs. Russell, a 
vice president of the Edison Cen- 
ter Civic Association in Miami, 
was active in organizing mass 
meetings and motorcades to pro- 
test the change-over of Carver 
village in Miami—one of the tar- 
gets of bombing attacks—from a 
white to a Negro housing devel- 
ment. 

The indictments charge Mrs. 
Russell and the three men with 
making false statements and 
swearing untruthfully in testi- 
mony before the grand jury. 

The indictment against Mrs. 
Russell charged that she lied to 
the grand jury last month in 
denying that she sought the aid 
of the klan in preventing Negroes 
from moving into Carver village. 

The jury charged also that Mrs. 
Russell lied when she denied that 
she had met with a delegation of 
the John B. Gordon Clavern of 
the klan to discuss ways and 
means of keeping Negroes out of 
the housing project.

15 REDS ARRESTED 
IN KOREA BEFORE 
EISENHOWER VISIT 


PUSAN, Korea, Dec, 10 (AP)— 
National police headquarters said 
today 15 Communist agents were 
arrested. in the roundup of sus- 
pected subversives prior to United 
States @resident-elect Eisenhow- 
er’s visit to Korea. 

National Police Chief Moon 
Bong Jae said the Red agents had 
grenades, pistols, propaganda ma- 
terial and secret messages which 
originated in North Korea. They 
are held for investigation. 

Moon said the Reds had noth- 
ing on their persons to indicate 
they were planning an attempt on 
Eisenhower’s life. 

In 12 days preceding and dur- 
ing Eisenhower's visit 500 per- 
sons were arrested in the Seoul 
area. Most of them were petty 
criminals, curfew violators and 
insane persons, Moon said. 

Most were released after Eis- 
enhower’s departure. Some were 
sentenced for minor crimes. 


THIEF GETS SHAKES; 
HIS PISTOL FALLS 
APART, HE FLEES 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
The would-be robber who entered 
a grocery last night became ner- 
vous and shook violently. His re- 
volver came apart in his hand and 
the lone bullet fell to the floor, 

Mrs. Fannie Beall, clerk in the 
grocery, told police the robber, a 
Negro about 21 years old, walked 
into the grocery, pulled a revolver 
and demanded money. Already 
visibly trembling, he became more 
nervous when Mrs. Dorothy Jones, 
another clerk, let out a scream. 

As the revolver seemed to dis- 
integrate in his trembling hands, 
the man got down on his hands 
and knees to retrieve his bullet. 

At this point, Mrs. Beall 
charged the man with a butcher 
knife and he fled—without the 
money, his bullet and parts of his 
revolver. 


2 ON POLICE BOARD 
GLASH AT INQUIRY 
UN RANK-BUYING 


Orchard, Ostertag Argue 
20 Minutes Over Inves- 
tigation — Questioning 
Angers Officers. 


A bitter controversy between 
Charles P. Orchard, newest mem- 
ber of the Police Board, and 
Charles H. Ostertag, its president, 
had developed today over ques- 
tioning of police officers concern- 
ing rumors that promotions had 
been. bought. 

Orchard said the board’s in- 
quiry, which started yesterday, 
was “stupid.” He declared he 
would not attend this afternoon's 
session, when an additional 36 
policement are to be questioned, 
or any subsequent hearing on the 
matter. 

“I saw enough yesterday to 
convince me I’m wasting my 
time,” Orchard told a  Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

Calls Inquiry “Pitiful.” 

“It’s pitiful to subject these 
men, some of whom have been 
in the Police Department for 25 
years, with their fathers and 
grandfathers before them, to this 
kind of questioning. 

“If Ostertag wants to handle it, 
let him do it by himself. I'll not 
be a party to it.” 

Yesterday’s session was inter- 
rupted for 20 minutes when Or- 
chard and Ostertag argued over 
the advisability of continuing the 
questioning. Newspaper report- 
ers had been excluded from the 
hearing, and the shorthand re- 
porter who had been taking notes 
was asked to leave the room while 
the controversy was in progress. 

The inquiry was distasteful to 
the captains, lieutenants and ser- 
geants summoned before the 
board yesterday to tell whether 
they had ever paid politicians or 
anyone else, in money or sefv- 
ices, to help them obtain promo- 
tions. 

“Got Out of Sick Bed.” 

“I got out of a sick bed to 
come down here,” one ofiicer said. 
“I don’t think any department 
member paid anyone for any- 
thing, but if he did, do you think 
he’d be foolish enough to go in 
there and say: ‘Yes, sir, I bought 
my promotion’?” 

Another policeman complained 
that he had to interrupt a paint- 
ing project at home, on his recre- 
ration day, to go down to head- 
quarters. Others said they were 
required to appear before or after 
their regular shifts, adding: ‘“‘This 
is just additional work for which 
we'll get no pay or compensating 
time off.” 

As a policeman would leave the 
board room after being interro- 
gated, his fellow officers, waiting 
outside, would ask jokingly: “Are 
you still with us?” 

One high-ranking officer said 
indignantly:.“We'’re being treated 
like juvenile delinquents.” 

Statement by Orchard. 

Orchard, hearing about the re- 
mark later, commented: “I'd like

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10—Mi- 
chael V. DiSalle, former price 
stabilizer, advised the incoming 
Republican- Administration today 
to continue price and wage con- 
trols and, in any event, to enact 


standby legislation so that “eco- 
nomic armament” could be fitted 
into our into national and inter- 
national defenses. 

In a 5500-word report to Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Administrator 
Roger L. Putnam, the rotund, 
quick-witted Ohioan cited the 
present inflationary pressures 
that might get out of control if 
this country was forced to take 
more active military measures 
against the Soviet Union.

Against Major Changes. 


. DiSalle was emphatic against 
any “major changes” in the cur- 
rent control program before Jan. 
20, when the new Administration 
takes over. Major policy deci- 
sions, he said, should be left for 
the Republicans. He was equally 
positive that controls should not 
be scrapped at this time. 

At a press conference late yes- 
terday with DiSalle, Putnam, who 
will leave office around Jan. 1, 
said controls would be necessary 
until we are convinced that Rus- 
sia wants peace, 

DiSalle, who was called in as 
a price consultant on Dec. 1, said 
he had talked with 30 Government 
officials and business executives 
before making his report. The 
officials included President Tru- 
man and the top Democratic mili- 
tary, financial and economic ad- 
visers, and ranking congressional 
leaders. 

The business men included Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, Charles E. Wil- 
son, former Director of Defense 
Mobilization and Marion Folson 
of the Eastman Kodak Co., chair-, 
man of the board of trustees of 
the Council of Economic Develop- 
ment, 


Baruch Agrees. 


At the press conference, DiSalle 
said that Baruch had agreed with 
him that controls were necessary 
because no one could tell. what 
the future would bring. 

He said that he had received an 
“excellent response” from Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., of Massa- 
chusetts, when he proposed that 
President-elect Eisenhower ap- 
point a liaison man to arrange for 
the orderly transfer of the price 
control authority. He did not 
know when such a man would be 
named. .He said he understood 
that Senator Homer Capehart of 
Indiana and Representative Jesse 
P. Wolcott of Michigan would 
have their respective banking 
committees in the new Congress 
take early testimony on extend- 
ing or ending the control laws.

Only Congress, States Have Say 
On Segregation, Says J. W. Davis 


Thurgood Marshall Ar- 
gues Supreme Court 
Must Uphold  Four- 
teenth. Amendment.

WASHINGTON, Dec..10 (UP)— 
John W. Davis, noted constitution- 
al lawyer, told the Supreme Court 


today that only Congress and the 
states have power to authorize or 
abolish racial segregation in pub- 
lic schools. 

But Thurgood Marshall, a lead- 
ing Negro attorney, argued that 
the court must uphold the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution and not leave interpreta- 
tion of it to others. 

The Supreme Court is hearing 
arguments in five cases challeng- 
ing constitutionality of race segre- 
gation in public schools under the 
“separate but equal” system prev- 
alent in the South and practiced 
in a limited fashion in some other 
states. 

Intention of Congress. 


Opening the second day of de- 
bate, Davis told the justices his- 
tory has shown that Congress, 
when it adopted the Fourteenth 
Amendment in 1868, “did not con- 
template mixed schools of Ne- 
groes, and whites.” 

Furthermore, he added, 23 of 
the 30 states that ratified the 
amendment either had “or im- 
mediately installed” separate 
schools for Negroes and whites. 
Of these, 21 states still segregate 
Negro and white school children 
either partly or completely. 

Davis said he could fill the 
record with statements of legis- 
lators and members of various 
courts “who have declared that 
segregation is not, per se, Un- 
lawful.” He said it was “reason- 
ably certain that the number 
must mount well into the thou- 
sands.” 

“And every one of that Vast 
group,” Davis said, “was bound 
by oath to support the Consti- 
tution and all of its amendments.” 

Davis said it might be argued 
that members of this group “ig- 
nored the Constitution or were 
ignorant of its scope and mean- 
ing.” But, he added, “I submit 
that they did not.” 

Marshall said it is not neces- 
sary to “delve into the 
ground.” All that is necessary, 
he said, is to “read the statutes,”

The President issued a special 
statement on his train as it neared 
Washington which said: 

“I think that if anyone has a 
reasonable plan for ending the 
Korean fighting in an honorable 
way—in a way that will not lead 
directly into a great war—that 
plan should be presented at once 
to the President. 

“If we can cut this fighting 
short by one day, we should do 


so. 
The President acted after read- 
ing news stories from the 
cruiser Helena that President- 
elect Eisenhower had been in 
touch with MacArthur about the 
plan. 7 
(In New York, the Truman 
statement was read to a Mac- 
Arthur aid, Col. Sidney Huff, who 
said there would be no imme- 
diate comment from the general.) 
The President is returning to 
the capital from Independence, 
Mo., where he attended the fu- 
neral of his mother-in-law. 
MacArthur announced in a 
New York address last Friday 
that he had a “clear and definite” 
solution to the Korean conflict 
which would not involve unduly 
high casualties or set off World 
War IIk. The five-star general, 
who was removed from supreme 
command in the Far East by 
Truman in April 1951, declined 
to disclose the nature of his pro- 
posals because, he said, it in- 
volved military secrecy, but he 
said he would give it to Eisen- 
hower. 
President Truman scheduled a 
press conference tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 10 (AP) 
— The Truman Administration 
worked to get its wage-price con- 
trol machinery back on the tracks 
today in the face of a demand 
from a powerful business leader 
that it be derailed for good. 

Economic Stabilizer Roger L. 


Putnam promised to round up 
enough business men to fill va- 
cancies caused by the mass resig- 
nation of industry members from 
‘the Wage Stabilization Board. 
That made the board inoperative. 

His task was made more dif- 
ficult, however, because Laurence 
F. Lee, president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, 
signaled for a boycott of Put- 
nam’s efforts. Putnam termed 
that action “quite surprising.” 
Lee expressed hope in a public 
statement that “no business man 
will lend his services to any 
effort to reconstitute the Wage 
Stabilization Board.” 

‘Program Should Be Dropped.’ 

“The crisis in the wage control 
program,” Lee said, “clearly 
emphasizes the fact that wage and 
price controls should be 
dropped immediately by executive 
order so that the inequities of the 
present system can be wiped out. 

“The Administration’s wage and 
price eontrol program is but a 
sham and apy service on the 
wage board would be a waste of 
time.” 

The National Association of 
Manufacturers declined also to 
recommend new industry mem- 
bers. It called instead, for 
“prompt elimination” of all wage- 
price controls. 

The wage board has been un- 
able to operate—with 12,000 wage 
increase cases awaiting approval 
—since industry members _ re- 
signed last weekend. They quit 
in protest against President Tru- 
man’s reversal of a WSB ruling 
on a coal miners’ pay increase. 
The WSB disallowed part of the 
increase, but Truman stepped in 
and approved the full amount, 
$1.90 a day. 


Truman Called Hopeful. 


Truman, enroute to Washington 
by train from Independence, Mo., 
was represented by aids as hope- 
ful that he could appoint a new 
set of WSB industry members. 
However, he and Putnam have 
declared that wage and price con- 
trols will be continued in any 
event, so as to turn a going 
stabilization program over to 
President-elect Eisenhower.

“NATO Chief Says sol Be 
Divisions, Some in Re-

PARIS, Dee. 10 (UP) — Gen... 
Matthew B. Ridgway said today 
the 50 Allied divisions now sta- 
tioned in western Zurope are far 
short of the minimum necessary 
for defense against Communist 
aggression. 


Ridgway, Supreme Allied Com- 
mander in eee gave his-blunt 
warning to the military commit- 
tee of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, meeting here. He 
was summoned to report on the 
state of Europe’s defenses as 
tested in war games this fall. 

Ridgway said the buildup since 
the NATO meeting in Lisbon last 
February gave him enough troops 
and planes to form a defensive 
“shield” around western Europe, 
conference sources said. 


Far From Adequate. 

But, he added, his armies are 
still far from adequate .to resist 
an all-out drive by Russia’s 175 
divisions—divisions which recent- 
ly have been given more modern 
Weapons to increase their fire 
power.

IRAN URGES USS. 
TO STOP ECONOMIC 
AID FOR ENGLAND 


TEHRAN, Dec. 10 (UP)—TIran’s 
foreign minister, Hussein Fatemi, 
urged the United States today to 
cut off its economic aid to 
Britain. 

American financial assistance 
to Britain, he said; encourages 
continued British pressure on 
Iran and thus is a threat to world 
peace. 

Fatemi, who often serves as 
the chief spokesman for ailing 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh, 
said his declaration represents 
Iran’s official position on the 
United States State Department’s 
recent statement on purchase of 
Iranian oil by American concerns.

HE anti-Semitism which showed so savagely through the recent 
purge trial in Prague has been taken up officially by the Com- 
munist authorities in Eastern Germany.. 

In the Soviet-occupied zone the campaign has taken the form 
of a ripping attack on Western Germany’s reparations’ agreement 
with Israel, Under the treaty, signed Sept. 10 in Luxembourg, Ger- 
many will pay Israel about $715,000,000 over 12 years.

Court could not figure it out. So the court told 
the Government it cannot prosecute factory 
Owners who refuse to allow inspection. 

This is almost crippling to enforcement. About 
80 per cent of all violations of the Food and 
Drug Act are discovered in factory inspections. 
Obvieusly it is easier to make sure that foods 
are processed safely in the first place than it 
is to detect improper goods already in shipment 
or in stores: Food inspectors should not be lim- 
ited to opening cans and crates. 

The current case reverses a 50-year trend to- 
ward strengthening pure food legislation. The 
first such law was passed in 1906 as one of 
Theodore Roosevelt's reforms. It grew out of the 
“embalmed beef” affair of the Spanish-American 
War and exposure of meat-packihg scandals. 

After that the law was often amended, but by 
the time of President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
it still lacked sufficient safeguards for the pub- 
lic. Officials reported in 1933 that thousands of 
citizens were being poisoned by bad food, or 
falling unwittingly into use of habit-forming 
drugs, or being victimized by false advertising. 

In 1933 Rexford G. Tugwell was set to work 
revising the legislation. One thing he proposed 
was strict federal supervision of food plants 
where necessary to protect public health. The 
new law, however, was not enacted until five 
years later, by a Congress increasingly obstruc- 
tive to New Deal legislation. 

Even then the law apparently was intended 
to permit official inspection of food and drug 
processing. At least, officials did make such in- 
spections for a long time. There was no strong 
legal protest until a dehydrated food packer in 
Yakima, Wash., refused to let inspectors see 
how he handled apples. The Government’s effort 
to prosecute him has now been blocked by the 
Supreme Court. 

From this history it appears that enforcement 
of the law cannot be fully effective withouf di- 
rect inspection of foods and drugs during manu- 
facture. If that was not the intent of Congress 
in 1938 itahould have been. The Pure Food and 
Drug Act needs clarification. The next Con- 
gress should give consumers the kind of pro- 
tection from dangerous or adulterated food 
which they thought they had all along. 
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Senator Kinney Gets the Nod 

Although nothing is ever certain in politics, 
it now appears more than likely that Senator 
Michael Kinney ‘of St. Louis will be the Mis- 
souri Senate’s new president pro tem. As such, | 
he would be in a position to exert great influ- 
ence not only in the state but particularly in 
St. Louis.

Removal of the 
Callananh-Hogan influence from the Police and 
Election Boards certainly ought to be high on 
the new Governor’s agenda. 

Senator Kinney will have more than passing 
interest in the Election Board, and with good 
reason, In last January’s revision of the city’s 
seven state senatorial districts, the board cut 
the Kinney district into an unrecognizable shape. 
The beneficiary of the gerrymander was an ag- 
gressive Callanan candidate, and Mr. Kinney 
had the fight of his life in the primary. 

Gov.-elect Donnelly helped clear the way for 
Senator Kingey's chance to take over the Sen- 
ate’s most powerful office. Obviously there is 
an element of practical politics in Mr. Donnel- 
ly’s ¢ecision to support the St. Louisan. But 
Mr. Kinney’s record speaks for itself and on 
‘that record he seems a happy choice. 
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Yes and No on Secrecy 

A Senate subcommittee headed by Senator 
Blair Moody of Michigan has brought in a rather 
unsatisfactory report on President Truman’s ex- 
ecutive order relating to security of informa- 
tion. Apparently the subcommittee was unable 
to complete its study because of the election. 
It has filed a yes-and-no type of interim report. 

Mr. Truman’s executive order, issued in Sep- 
-tember 1951, gave the head of every executive 
agency power to classify Government informa- 
tion as confidential, and so withhold it from 
the public. The ostensible purpose was to pro- 
tect military secrets which everybody agrees 
should be protected. But the power was s0 
broad and so widely dispersed that fears in- 
evitably arose that it would be used to censor 
non-military information which should be avail- 
able to the public. 

In several cases, Senator Moody's subcommit- 
tee has found, this is exactly what happened. 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue clamped down 
on information about applications for liquor 
permits, and about compromise settlements of 
eases involving adulterated liquor. When the 
subcommittee investigated, the Bureau reversed 
its decision and released the information. 

According to the subcommittee, other in- 
stances have occurred in which Government 
agencies “have withheld information which 
should have been made public.” Yet the sub- 
committee winds up with the conclusion that 
the executive order will not improperly re- 
strict legitimate news provided Government 
executives follow its true intent and purpose. 

This is not saying much. The original intent 
of the order never was the main question at 
issue. Its dangers always lay in the scope it 
gave for abuse of the original intent. When you 
give every Government department head power 
to classify information according te his own 
lights, it is inevitable that some will be tempted 
to use that power not for protecting military 
seerets but for covering up their ewn mistakes 
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given a good reason why it cannot be revised so 
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as to grant the censorship power to a very few 


Its validity is now attacked, however, purely 
on the grounds of separation alone. The court 
is asked to decide whether separation as such, 
regardless of the quality of the schools involved, 
denies equal opportunity to Negro pupils. Its 
answer may very well be a flat yes or no. 

Prudent citizens everywhere should be pre- 
paring themselves for the decision, and the citi- 
zens of St. Louis are no exception. 

What if the court demolishes the legal basis 
of segregation? Certainly in St. Louis there can 
be no nonsense about converting the public 
schools into a “private” system, as proposed in 
some Southern states. St. Louis will accept and 
abide by the court’s decision whatever it be. 
Its public schools will remain public schools. 


They will conform to the basic law of the land.. 


A court decision is some months off, but it is 
not too early for St. Louis citizens and: the 
Board of Education to be giving serious thought 
to what their duty will be if the court sus- 
tains the legal attack on segregation. If such a 
decision comes down, the whole community will 
have a stake in the smoothest possible transition 
to the new system.’ The community should be 
ready with plans for what it is going to do in 
such event. 
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Point Four for Oklahoma 


It is a little hard for some Americans to ad- 
‘mit that anybody else can do anything better 
than they can. But there is going to be no 
arguing from Kansas — or from the Russian 
Ukraine or any other so-called breadbasket— 
about the 1952 wheat-growing championship. 

It was won hands-down by three British 
brothers, John, George and William Turrell of 
Wiggenhall St. Mary in Norfolk, about 90 miles 
north of London, with a yield of 130.7 bushels 
per acre. For comparison, the average British 
yield is only about 40 bushels, and the Ameri- 
can average is only a little more than 16. 

The Turrells are the first to admit that their 
achievement was not all science.

hope the city finds the money for this proposal. 

No gadget, of course, can be expected to make 
the Express Highway accident-proof. But the 
divider strip, 12 inches high, should contribute 
materially to the reduction of head-on collisions. 
If it saves only one fatality it would be well 
worth its $50,000 cost.

High Court Looks at Segregation

Supreme Court this week is hearing cases involving racial separa- 
tion in public schools; meanwhile whole civil rights issue promises 
to challenge the Eisenhower Administration; District of Columbia 
offers test because G.O.P. promised to end segregation there.

WASHINGTON. 

This week in the courtroom across the 
plaza from the Capitol the nine Justices of 
the Supreme Court are considering a mat- 
ter of extraordinary importance. Perhaps 
no case since Dred Scott, at least as far as 
civil rights are concerned, has had such a 
vital bearing on so many Americans. 


I am talking about five cases actually— 
the cases which will determine whether 
the segregation of children by race in the 
public schools of 17 states and the District 
of Columbia squares pith the United 
States Constitution. 

Directly involved are two schools in 
Delaware, a school district tn South Caro- 
lina, a high school in Virginia, an elemen- 
tary school in Topeka, Kan., and a high 
school in Washington, D.C. But of course 
the issue is as broad as the movement to 
gain for the Negro equality of opportunity 
with other Americans. 


From delving into this subject somewhat 
it seems to me that the Justices can pretty 
much come up with their own predilections 
one way or the other without being too 
tough on history. 


Few parts of our Constitution are as en- 
shrouded in double-talk as the Fourteenth 
Amendment, passed to implement the free- 
fng of the slaves. It is a late day indeed, 
as a distinguished judge has already said, 
to be finding that it forbids “separate but- 
equal” public schools. My historical re- 
search, however, tells me that just that 
was the intent, in a vague sort of way. 


A couple of years ago the Supreme 
Court knocked down the racial bars in 
our graduate schools. There were how)s. 
But a thousand or more Negro students, 
on the basis of competence alone, have 
since been admitted to formerly all-white 
schools in the Southern and border states 
and nobody hag seen the day of doom ap- 


ar. 

If the cases now before the court dealt 
with colleges, that step could easily be 
taken. But the cases go to the very base 
of education—the elementary schools. It 
will take a bit of doing if they decide to 
do it. For this is a time of flux in minor- 
ity affairs. 

“T pledge to devote myself,” Gen. Eisen- 
hower said two days before election, “to- 


ward making equality of opportunity a liv- 
ing reality for every American. There is 
no room left in America for second-class 
citizenship for anybody.” 

The Negro leaders and the whites of 
good will who want to eliminate racism 
from America will expect him to work to- 
ward that goal. The cautious Republicans, 
the politically-minded, have an out for this 
coming session of Congress, in the court 
cases I have mentioned. It is always safe 
to say “that while the matter is before the 
courts any legislative move would be in- 
appropriate.” 

Of course nobody is proposing that Con- 
gress vote an end to school segregation in 
any of the 17 states. 
ing just that for the District of Columbia, 
where there is no states’ right issue—the 
Constitution puts Congress in full and di- 
rect charge. 

The helpless, voteless citizens here will 
be G.O.P. guinea pigs, it appears. The 
G.O.P. platform pledged “appropriate ac- 
tion to end segregation in the District of 
Columbia,” and Ike declared that “I be- 
lieve we should eliminate every vestige of 
segregation in the District of Columbia.” 

The District, if that is to mean anything, 
will have to see an end to its dual school 
system and the enactment of some sort of 
FEPC law similar to those in several 
states. : 

The Supreme Court action will keep the 
school issue in suspension for a good many 
months. We probably shall see consider- 
able action, or at least noise, on the FEPC 
front. But here again a court case likely 
will block action at this session. 

This case is about the “lost laws” of 
1872-73, laws forbidding discrimination in 
restaurants and hotels. They were passed 
back when the city had a municipal legis- 
lature, “lost” in a codification at the turn 
of the century and now dug up to see if 
they’re still good. A Court of Appeals 
decision is due momentarily but it doubt- 
less will be appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 

On the domestic front, the issue of the 
minority and its rights is likely to be Gen. 
Eisenhower's severes® test. But before he 
really gets started, it appears, we shall 
hear from the highest court in the land on 
a fundamental in the century-long struggle.

Miguel de Unamuno, one of the more 
restless spirits of a tortured country in a 
tortured era, gave the intellectuals of our 
times one of their favorite phrases, “the 
tragic sense of life.” As generally em- 
ployed, the phrase refers to a capacity for 
comprehending the tragedy of life which 
a progressive and highly civilized century 
had allowed to be neglected. If modern 
man has lacked this sense, it has been re- 
stored as much by the force of events as 
by the work of such men as Unamuno. 

A professor of Greek at the University 
of Salamanca, Unamuno never ceased to 
write on philosophical and political sub- 
jects. He did not limit his work to aca- 
demic concerns. Whatever mattered to 
mankind, mattered to him. Fiction, poetry, 

’ philosophy, political 
journalism—all 
these forms of' writ- 
ing came from his 
fluent pen. 

Philosophical y, 
Unamuno was a He- 
gelian, His restless 
mind moved from 
thesis to antithesis 
to synthesis with a 
certain love of para- 
dox and a bland tol- 
erance of contradic- 
tion. Thus he often 
puzzied those who. 
wanted to know ex- 
actly where he stood. 
This contradictory quality persisted to 
1936, the last year of his lifé when as 
rector of the University of Salamanca, he 
at first welcomed Franco's revolution, feel- 
ing that it would save the people from mass 
rule and materialism. When this 
out not to be true, he publicly attacked 
Franco’s regime, lost his post, and died a 
few months later, under house arrest. Thus 
he became a sort of martyr for a liberal 
cause which he himself could not whole 
heartedly accept. Neither could he 
cept its alternative, Fascism. 

Feeling a need throughout his life for 
the assurance of immortality, he was not 
able to accept the church which would

He gave no indication that he 
hélieved any of the pictutes had 
heen hauled to Moscow by Rus- 
tian authorities. 

Norris said the lost master-| 
pieces included Italian, Dutch, 
Spanish and English paintings, 
among them works by Botticelli, 
Giovanni Bellini, Piero di Cosimo, 
Cosimo Tura, Signorelli, Sassetta, 
Rubens, Murillo, Goya, Reynolds 
and Romney. 

He compared their disappear- 
ance to the loss of art treasures 
in the destruction in 1743 of Ma- 
drid’s palace and Alcazar. 

Norris's account said: 

The paintings in Berlin were 
stored for protection in a huge 
anti-aircraft tower. 

After the fall of Berlin, Soviet 

‘authorities on May 3 undertook 
to provide protection for the mu- 
seum buildings and the tower as 
well as a second tower in which 
other art works were stored. 
. Two days later the collections 
were reported untouched. Then 
civilians were noted about the 
area looting or seeking food. On 
May 7 the first floor of the tower 
was burned out and a second fire 
occurred later. Looting continued 
“in a modest way.” 

Norris said he visited the tower 
in August and found debris cover- 
Ing the floors, with china, small 
bronzes and pieces of larger 
sculpture all about. Soviet troops 
cleaned up the debris in 1946. 

In a footnote Norris referred 
to reports that the paintings were 
destroyed by “wanton incendiar- 
ism,” and added: 

“Whether or not this took place 
to cover up previous lootings is 
a question which will certainly 
never be entirely solved.”

tral committee discussion on an-. 


thracite which revealed tremen- 
dous fuel shortages and wide dis- 
sension. 


Adalbert Hengst, committee 
member for fuel questions, re- 
ported to the party body that hard 
coal output has slumped from 
month to month and added that 
frequent fires and accidents prove 
there are “hostile elements” at 
work. 


Hengst said a series of in- 
quiries among miners “uncov- 
ered many examples of the organ- 
ized activity of a gang of enemies 
of our republie.” He added that 
“a number of the guilty were ar- 
rested, most of them in leading 
positions.” 


The committee discussions pro- 
vided the second instance in two 


days of high East German offi-: 


cials conceding the presence of a 
powerful anti-Communist under- 
current in the eastern zone. 
Prime Minister Otto Grotewohl 
said yesterday the food supply 
is in bad shape and announced 
that Minister Karl Hamann and 
his deputy have been fired. 

Grotewohl admitted the 18,000,- 
000 East Germans would have to 
do without butter or margarine 
for some time. The apologizing 
Communist press tried to take the 
edge off the problem this morning 
by splashing “stories” that West 
Germany is facing a “butter 
crisis.” 

It was indicated that Hamann 
and perhaps other officials of his 
ministry are under at least house 
arrest. Hamann was reported to 
have notified his Red-allied Liber- 
al Democratic party that he was 
stepping down as chairman and 
“retiring” from politics.

WEST GERMAN PRINTING 
STRIKE REPORTED CRUMBLING 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Dec. 
10 (AP)—A strike of West Ger- 
man printers appeared to be 
crumbling today despite the fail- 
ure of compromise negotiations. 

The truce talks collapsed this 
morning after an all-night session. 
The printers union rejected a 
compromise offer of seven pfen- 
nigs (1.67 cents) increase in their 
hourly wage, instead of the ten 
pfennigs (2.38 cents) hike they 
demand. 

However, the union announced 
it would approve local agreements 
with individual newspapers if 
workers received the full increase 
requested. Many newspapers 
promptly granted the ten pfen- 
nigs on a temporary local basis 
and resumed publication.

up at $10,000.: 

This should _ silence’ the 
Greenbergs — assuming that to 
be possible—because the Yan- 
kees can’t buy a Blackwell for 
$50,000 until Hank has officially 
and formally declined to take 
him for $10,000. 


No More Bidding.

berg demanded in effect, 
“Why weren't we allowed to buy 
him?”

F all bad times to make confessions of “the past,” the

“Scrobben,” whence we have

Outward. solitude happens 
when we are not seen or we do 
not see others; inward solitude 
is when the soul is tranquil: it 
is tharacterized less by the ab- 
sence of crowds than by the ab- 
sence of fears, anxieties and 
frustrations. — : 

Loneliness is external soli- 
tude, but not. internal soli- 
tude; associated with it is a 
feeling that the universe itself 
is unsympathetic, and_ that 
since other people are suffer- 
ing from the same emptiness 
as oneself, therefore they can 
give neither the needed warmth 
or sympathy. 

Loneliness is less a condition 
that is generated from the out- 
side; rather it is first on the 


/ inside and then projected to the 


outside. 

The test of the happiness of 
any man is what he does with 
his solitude. A man is not 
lonely because he walks soli- 
tary in the country under 
gloomy skies; he must already 
have gloom in his heart ‘to 
make the road lonely and the 
rain unfriendly. But he who 


has joy in his heart can whistle | 


in the rain.
